Petitions are hanging from the walls 
about the city, to Avhich names are being 
added almost constantly. These petitions are 
to the governor, and contain the request, but 
Governor Seay does not seem disposed to pay 
any attention tothem. Since Colonel Jones 
reached the city he has been carrying on 
| AN ANIMATED CORRESPONDENCE 
svith the governor by wire. His reports bave 
been sent in almost hourly, and are quite 
lengthy, as well as accurate. Upon these re- 
ports the governor has sent a telegram to the 
complimenting him upon his con- 
duct. {It is generally believed — that 
Hawes and Smith will be removed to 
Montgomery tomorrow night, if they can 
be taken out without attracting observation. 
One reason assigned for the removal is the 
condition of the troops. They have no tents, 
and are fed from the hotels. They are all 
young men unaccustomed to exposure, and 
several are now quite sick, while nearly every 
one is complaining. Colonel Jones asserts 
that they cannot stand what they are going 
through, and that he will be compelled to 
make some change. He is unwilling to leave 
the city in its present condition, and thinks 
that tue removal of Hawes and Smith will 
obviate the necessity offtroops. Many citizens 
of the place, however, are opposed to the re- 
moval of the prisoncrs, saying that it would 
be a great reflection upon Birmingham. Goy- 
eraor. Seay, it isthought, will reach Birming- 
ham tonight, and after a conference with 
Colonel Jones, will decide what should be 
done.

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ANOTHER ARREST. 
{his evening another arrest was made 
in the Iiawes case. The 
arrested was a negro, and i =~>he 
smuggled into jail under ag assumed name 
and an assumed charge.

Only a few persons knew of 
the arrest. The jail officials, when questioned, 
deny all knowledge of it.

visited the cemetery to view the remains of 
the woman who was found in the lake. She 
was identiiled positively as Mrs. Hawes. Sey- 
eral witnesses who knew the woman in life, 
swore that the body was thatof Mrs. Hawes. 
Then Mrs. Hawes’s dressmaker recognized the 
dress as ope she had made for her, and pro- 
duced two pieces of the goods which had been 
in her possession. The identication appears 
to be positive. Mrs. Llawes was found in Lake 
View, and it has all along been thought 
that the body of Lrene would be _ found 
there too, but developments today indicate 
that it will not. However, the president of 
the lake company today gave the authorities 
permission to drain oif the water. The work 
Was bezun about 5o’clock. I1t will take at 
least twenty-four hours to drain the place. 
Large crowds are now standing around along 
the banks, watching the watergodown. They 
are quiet, and are the situation. 
Should the body be found, which at present 
does not appear probable, the feeling against 
Hawes will increase. Among other articles 
missing from the Hawes house, aiter the wo- 
man and children disappeared, was a trunk. 
That traunk was barder to find than the woman 
and May, but itis believed that it has been 
located at last. The ofticers have been 

SEARCHING FOR THE TRUNK 
constantly. In the trunk were some letters 
belonging to Hawes and some clothing belong- 
ing to his wife. Some of the clothing, which 
was knownto have beenin the trunk, was 
found inan ash pile nearthe house. An at- 
tempt had been made to burn the articles, but 
it was not entirely successful. Sunday some 
of the letters which had been kept in the 
trunk were picked up,and by these the trailing 
began. Late this evening, it was currently 
rumored that the trank had been found, and 
that the dead body of Irene wasin it. The 
rumor could not be confirmed, butin tracing 
it there appeared to be acause. It was ascer- 
tained positively that the officers were led to 
believe they could find the trunk, and had 
gone tothe country to search forit. In con- 
nection with the trunk, a sensational story is 
promised, but what it is no one knows, as the 
officers decline to talk. Another day will most 
likely show the disposition of Irene’s body. 
Between the lake and the trunkit will be 
found, if ever found.

Another one is at the 
point of death with no chances for his recoy- 
ery. It is J. W. Gilmore. The death of 
Sailey has revived the severe talk about 
Smith, the sheriff. It is claimed by Smith’s 
friends that the mob fired first, but every one 
denies this. The bullet holes in the fence on 
both sides of the alley show that shots were 
fired from both ends. 
GOVERNOR SEAY ARRIVED AT MIDNIGHT.

HAWES’S NEW WIVE. 

An attempt was made to see Hawes’s new 
wife, Miss Maise Storey, but she had returned 
to Columbus, Miss., Saturday -morning, 
fortunately in time to escape all these subse- 
quent horrors. The last words she said toa 
relative who went home with her was: 

“Oh, my God, uncle, al! this will kill me; I 
cannot stand it, I cannot stand it.”’ 

She is a lovely girl, about twenty years of 
age. 

“There were wild rumors about the strects 
last night that aspecial train containing 500 
armed Mississippians would reach this city 
about 5 o’clock in the morning, but they did 
not come. The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Ingincers, of which Hawes is a member, have 
telegraphed that they have engaged a detec- 
tive to work up the case. They believe that 
Hawes is innocent, and that the colored 
woman, Fannie Bryant, and Albert Patterson 
murdered and robbed Mrs. Hawes and then 
killed the children. 

WHAT THE WOUNDED MEN SAY. 

The following are statements from several 
men who were near the front of the crowd 
when the volley was fired. 

C.C. Tate, who was mortally wounded, 
said: ‘“‘I went up too see what the crowd was 
going todo.. I don’t think they would have 
tried to break the door down, but they might. 
I did not think the officers would shoot.’’ 

A. J. Brannan, deputy United States mar- 
shal, from Gardsden, now dead, said: ‘I 
went there out of curiosity, and to see the 
lynching, if there was one, I did not expect 
to take part in it.’”’ 

Matt Kennedy, who is badiy wounded, said: 
‘“‘T was there begging the crowd to go back. I 
had friends in the crowd and did not want 
them to do anything rash. I wanted life and 
order maintained, and was doing all 1 could to 
thatend. I didnot think the ofticers would 
shoot unless ap attack was actually made on 
the jail.”’ 

W. E. Vaughn, lawyer, said: “I had just 
left the jail. I metthe crowd, and pleaded 
with them to go back, I told them time and 
again the officers would shoot. They had no 
leaders, but just before the shooting several 
men who were drunk pressed to the front and 
said: ‘Tear the jail down and hang Hawes!’ 
Then the volley was fired.’ 

Captain E. N. Edwards has the track of a 
Winchester rifle ball across his fore head, and 
is on this side of the dark river by only a 
hair’s breadth. Narrow escapes are 
too numerous to mention. The 
dead are being prepared for burial 
and those who lived out of the city sent to 
their friends as fast as possible. 

Of the wounded at the hospital, it is now 
hoped that all will recover. J. W. Gilmore 
and Matt Kennedy, who are most desperately 
wounded, are resting quietly. Certain promi- 
nent officials in the city have telegraphed 
Governor Seay that they consider it necessary 
for him to be here, and have asked him to 
come atonce. Governor Seay will, no doubt, 
investigate the situation personally, and make 
arrangements for the removal of Hawes and 
Sheriff Smith, or for the relief of the soldiers. 

The question has been repeatedly asked by 
a large number of people, how long will the 
military remain here to protect the jail? ‘‘The 
military,’’ says Colonel Jones, ‘‘will remain 
here as long as itis necessary, and until of- 
ficially notitied by the governor to leave. No 
one but the governor has the power to remove 
them from their posts of duty. The governor 
will dismiss them when itis thought ali danger 
is past, and not before. If Hawes is to re- 
moved to another city it may be that the mili- 
tary will be dismissed at once. If not, it will 
probably be some days before they go.”’ 

THROCKMORTON’S FUNERAL. 

The funeral of Postmaster Throckmorton 

took place this afternoon at 3 o’clock from the 
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Church of the Advent. The funeral ceremo- 
nies were conducted by Rey. Thomas J. Beard, 
pastor of the church. The remains were in- 
terred in Oak Hil! cemetery, and were buried 
with we pe and lodge honors. <A detach- 
ment of artillery, of which the deceased was at 
the time of his death captain, and a detach- 
ment of the local military escorted the remains 
to the cemetery and fired a salute 
over the grave. A large number of the 
Birmingham Protective Order of Elks of 
which the deceased was a member,also attended 
ina body. A long line of carriages, filled with 
friends of the deceased, followed the remains 
to the grave. The funetal was one of the 


“larcest and most impressiye ever held in Bir- 


winehain, 

The body of little May Hawes was yesterday 
morning buried in the city cemetery. . The 
fund which was subscribed by the citizens 
served to purchase a grassy plot, and she was 
buried in a handsome white casket. There 
was no parade or excitement about the funeral, 
and there was no carriages or attendants. 

THE JURY AT WORK. 

Coroner Babbitt this morning empaneled 
the following jury to hold an inquest over the 
body of A. D. Bryant, who was shot on Satur- 
day nightatethe jail, while in the company of 
M. B. Throckmorton: D. Brenner,- C. 
Perkins, Louis L. Schwarz, George Baines, 
J. W. McConnell and A. K. Shepard. After 
viewing the body the inquest was postponed 
until 9 o’cloek tomorrow morning. 

After the coroner’s jury has viewed the body 
of Mrs. Hawes, her remains wil! be buried tn 
the cemetery by the side of her little daughter 
May. 

THE TRUNK MYSTERY. 

24. ™.—The trunk mystery is out. The de- 
tectives have found it and have just returned 
to the city. They did not bring the trunk be- 
cause they don’t think itprudent. But imme- 
diately after they reached the city they went 
before a justice of the peace and swore out 
warrants for two more negroes, who, itis as- 
serted, handled the trunk. The negroes were 
arrested and earried to the jail. 

The detectives found the trunk on the other 
side of Red Mountain, about eight miles from 
town. It has been secreted in the woods, and 
near it was found the pieces of a letter. 

The trunk was securely locked, and when 
lifted appeared to weigh about eighty pounds. 
There was an odor about it which induced the 
officers to believe they had found the body of 
Irene. The trunk is evidently the one taken 
from Hawes’s home. 

The officers in the city have just sent to 
the country for it. It will be here by daylight 
and will then be opened. 

I have made an attempt to see Hawes to ask 
him about the trank but the officers about the 
jail refuse to admit any one.

SHERMAN ON TRUSTS, 
Competition Should be Invited—If That 
bails, Let the Law Handle Them. 

WASHINGTON, December 19.—At 1 o’clock 
the senate resumed the consideration of the 
tariff bill, the pending question being on Mr. 
Harris's amendment to reduce the duty on 
beams, girders, joists, angles, ete., and all 
structural shapes of iron ore and steel, from 
1 1-10 cents per pound to 6-10 per pound. 

The amendment was advocated by Mr. Rea- 
gan, but as Mr. McPherson desired to offer 
some amendments at the beginning of the 
m:tal schedule, Mr. Harris temporarily 
vwihdrew the amendment, 

Mr. McPherson thereupon moved to amend 
paragraph 120, as to iron im pig, etc., by re- 
ducing the rate of duty frum J-10 of a cent per 
pound to Sb per ton. He said that the 
rate proposed by him was that contained in the 
house bill, that it was high enough, and that 
its adoption would aliow further reductions to 
be made without any injury to the industry, 

Mr. Allison opposed the amendment and it 
was rejected—yeas 20, nays 22. 

Mr. Piumb voted with the republicans in the 
negative. 

Mr. McPherson moved to amend the proviso 
in paragrapn 122, referring to iron bars, blooms 
or billets, in which charcoal is used as fuel 
(by reducing the duty from $22 per ton to $20 
per ton.) 

Kiejected—yeas 20, nays 22, 

Mr. McPherson moved to reduce the duty 
on cast iron pipe (paragraph 123) from hine- 
tenths of acent per pdund to six-tenths of a 
cent. He stated that the cast iron pipe indus- 
try had formed a trust or combination under 
which the price was foreign cost plus the duty 
and allexpenses. He thought that little less 
protection would answer that industry. 

The amendment was rejected—yeas 19, nays 
24. These votes being all strictly party votes, 
Mr. McPherson intimated that it seemed as if 
all Oppcsition to the bill might as well cease 
ifamendments so reasonable were to receive 
the united opposition of the republican side of 
the chamber.

In regard to trusts, 
he looked upon them as one of the most dan- 
gerous and subtie inventions of man; and was 
in favor of breakingthem up. They were con- 
trary to the spirit of the common law of Eng- 
land; but the only way, (he theught,) to break 
them down was by inviting competition. If 
that was not sutlicient, he was willing to 
go to the extent of proposing a law to prevent 
and punish them. The senator from Tennes- 
see (Mr. Harris) had made a motion some days 
since to lay the senate substitute on the table 
and that motion had been rejected by the 
senate, the vote being an expression of opinion 
that the substitute was a better bill than the 
house bill. The principle having been thus 
determined, he thought it better to leave the 
details of the bill to the committee which 
framed it unless there was some palpable error 
which ought to be corrected. He asked his 
democratic friends to abide by the judgment 
of the people on the question. That jadgmert 
had been in favor of American industry.

Mr. Candler’s majority over Pickett was 1,480. 

Mr. Norwood was detained in New York, 
where he has been making arrangements to 
have published ten thousand more copies of 
his new novel, ‘‘Plutocracy.’’ All the first edi- 
tion of ten thousand copies have been sold, 
andthe demand for them necessitated the 
publication of another edition. The book was 
published at Mr. Norwood’s personal expense, 
and the heavy sale has already paid him well. 
He expects and doubtless will realize a hand- 
some sum on his new venture. 

The new river and harbor bill will be re- 
ported to the house this week. As already 
stated, it will amount to about eleven and a 
half million dollars, but in it no project wil 
be recognized. The bill will only appropriate 
money to continue existing work. Therefore, 
Savannah harbor will get nothing on the new 
project for a twenty-two foot chan- 
nel. The engineer has recommended 
$50,000 for maintaining the existing work, but 
the amount in the new bill, it is safe to say, 
will exceed thirty thousand. Brunswick will 
get about this amount to be used in complet- 
ing the work already begun, while Cumber- 
land sound will get nearly $200,000. As the 
new bill will cut the engineers’ estimate on 
rivers down to one-third, the amount Georgia 
is to get will be about as follows: Chatta- 
hoochee $15,000, Coosa $35,000, Flint $10,000, 
Jeckyl creek $5,000, Ocmulgee 
$7,500, Oconee $87,500, Savannah $15,000. 
and the Altamaha the tull amount recom- 
mended to complete the work, $30,000.

Mr. Holman Introduces a Bill in Regard 
Wasuinoton, December 10.—Under the call 

ofstates in the house, a number of bills and 

resolutions were intreduced and referred. 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, asked for the pres- 
ent consideration of the following resolution: 

W hereas, itis publicly charged in the public press, 
and otherwise that in genera! elections of recent 
yoars, involving the election of preaident and vice- 
pre-ident of the United States and members of con- 
gress, large sums of money bave been voiuntarily 
contribu'ed and expended in various ways for the 
purpose of influencing and controlling such elec- 
tions; and, whereas, such cont:iibutions and expen- 
ditures tend to debase the elective franchise, cor- 
rupt the ballot box and imvair thevigor and purity 
of_.our free institutions; therefore, 

Resolved, That the committee on judiciary be in- 

tructed toin vestigate the said char.,es,and to inquire 
what legisiation is necessary and proper to suppress 
such contributions and expenditures, an to pre- 
serve and maintain the freedom and purity of the 
eiective franchise, with authority to reportat any 
time by bill or otherwise, 

A demand for the regular order by Mr. Wil- 
kins, of Ohio, and Mr. Weaver, of lowa, ope- 
rated as an objection to the resolution. 

Mr. Holman then requested its reference to 
the committee on judiciary, which was done, 
and the house went into committee of the 
whole on the District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill. The only discussion arising over the 
bill had reference to the provision for the pur- 
chase of sites for schools or other public build- 
ings. The bill provides that purchases shall be 
made without the employment of agents. 

Mr. Taulbee, of Kentucky, offered an amend- 
ment permitting the employment of regular 
real estate dealers. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

On a point of order the clause was ruled out 
which prohibits commissioners from authoriz- 
ing the erection of additional telegraph, elec- 
tric lighting or other wires over any of the 
streets of Washington or Georgetown. 

The bill was then laid aside for favorable 
report to the house and the committee pro- 
ceeded to consider the pension appropriation 
bill. This occasioned no debate and the com- 
mittee having arisen, both bills were passed 
and the house at 5:50 adjourned. 
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THE EXPEDITION TO HAYTIL. 


The Captured Vessel to be Rescued by 
Force if Necessary. 

WASHINGTON, December 10.—There are no 
new developments in regard to the case of the 
Steamer ‘‘fiaytien Kepublic.”’ Secretary 
Whitney is still in New York, but is expected 
ts return to Washington this afternoon. Full 
and specific instructions in regard to the man- 
agement of the expedition have been given to 
Rear Admiral Luce, commanding the North 
Atlantic squadron and their execution is all 
that remains to be done. Heisto proceed to 
Port-au-Prince and request the release of the 
steamer ‘‘Haytien Republic,’’ and if the 
authorities refuse tosurrender her to him, he 
is to seize the vessel by force of arms and take 
it to some neutral territory, where she can be 
restored to her owners. 

It is stated at the navy department that the 
Galena is ready for sea, with 
the exception of some equipment stores 
from Boston, which are expected to reach 
her today. The Yantic will be ready tomor- 
row or next day, and the Richmond in about 
ten days. The vessels will sail in the order 
named. The time of departure of each will be 
determined by Rear Admiral Luce, who has 
full directions in the matter. It is expected 
that the Galena will sail tonight or tomorrow. 
Extra precautions have been taken to guard 
against the yellow fever, and none of the ves- 
sels will remain in the vicinity longer than is 
required to accomplish the purpose of its visit. 
Lieutenant Reeder, executive ofticer of the 
Galena, paid a flying visit to Washington 
yesterday aud spent the day with his family. 
The Ossipee, now fitting out at Norfolk under 
special orders, wil not be ready for sea for 
three weeks yet. She will hardly be ordered 
to Hayti, as present complications will prob- 
ably be adjusted by that time. Naval offieers 
do not anticipate any resistance on the part of 
the Haytian authorities, and say that either 
one of the political parties would readily sur- 
render the vessel but for fear that the other 
would make capital of it.

EXTENDING THE RULES, 
Take in the 
Service. 

WaAsHinaton, December 10.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Lyman has had conference with 
the postmaster-general in régard to the presi- 
cdent’s instructions looking to an extension of 
the civil service rules and regulations so as to 
include the railway mail service. It was 
agreed, subject to change, that the railway 
mail service should be added as a separate 
branch of the civil service, making four in all, 
viz: Departmental service, custom service, 
postal service, and railway mail service. As 
goon as the postmaster-general has furnished 
information essential to proper classification, 
the commission will prepare the necessary 
rules and regulations, which will be sub- 
mitted to the president for his ap- 
proval and promulgation. .- The  servy- 
ice now contains about 5,200 officers 
and clerks, all of whom, with the exception of 
the general superintendent and his assistants, 
will be brought within the classified -service. 
Of the whole number, fifty-five are chief 
clerks who receive $1,400 per annum; four are 
assistant superintendents who receive $1,(00 
per annum, and eleven division superinten- 
dents who receive a salary of $2,500 per 
annum. Salaries of regular clerks range from 
$1,400 downward. It is not proposed to re- 
quire clerks now in the service to pass an ex- 
amination in order to retain their positions, 
but their efficiency will be periodically tested 
by a practical examination on what is known 
as the ‘‘case,’’ that is, each clerk will be re- 
quired to throw into a case of pigeon holes a 
thousand cards addressed to postoflices, the 
location of which they are supposed to ve fa- 
miliar with. Time and accuracy wil! deter- 
mine rating in these examinations.

MORE TROOPS FOR SUAKIM. 
The British Government Heedg Churchill's 
Advice—The Irish Estimates. 

Lonpon, December 10.— The government has 
ordered troops now stationed in the Mediter- 
ranean to proceed to Suakim. They will be 
replaced by troops from England. The request 
for more troops at Suakim, which was made 
after Saturday’s reconnoitering, is believed to 
have been instigated by the government itself 
as the easiest mode of retiring from an unten- 
able attitude and of appeasing public misgiv- 
ings.

In the house of commons this evening Karl 
Stanhope, secretary for war, read a telegram 
from General Dormer, at Cairo, to the effect 
that General Greenfelt, commander at Suakim, 
continued confident of his ability to cope with 
the Arabs, but in face of repeated offers of re- 
inforcements he would not refuse them. A 
steamer, therefore, would leave Suez on Wed- 
nesday to convey to Suakim a squadron of the 
Twentieth Hussars and three hundred men of 
the Welsh infantry. This would make the to- 
tal force at Suakim 6,500 men, composed 
mostly of Egyptians, against 2,400 of the 
enemy.

Mr. Barrow—I think the law is well settled that 
the executory contracts of a corporation are termi- 
hated by its dissolution, and.as to the execuiory 
contracts they peed not be considered. 

But, suppose, Mr. Chairman, those contracts were 
not destroyed, that they should Le kept alive, 
and that the new corporation recognized by 
this new process which allows a minority 
to control a reorganization, Suppose the new or- 
ganization should carry out this contract, what is to 
become of the value of the aot wit of the stock- 
holders in these leased lined until it is ascertained 
that it ean be done and until it isdome? In other 
words, what will be the immediate effect upon the 
value of a share of the Georgia railroad stock to for- 
feit the charter of the company that pays its divi- 
dends and guaranteesthem. The Georgia railroad 
company last year did not earn iis rental; it had to 
be advanced. It did not earn it year beiore last: it 
had tobe advanced. Who got the benefit? The 
stockholcers. Instead of being worth $200 a share, if 

he guatautee was,withdrawn, it would sink to its 

old value which it bore in the markct before that 
igase. It does not require any prophetic eye to sce 
that. Ths Georgia Ruilroad company's stock was 
worth $98 a share, It wasleased witha guarantee 
of $600,000; it raised to $200, and if that guarantce 
was laken away, it would fall back. The effect of 
the forfeiture of the charter of the company which 
guarantees would be to destroy the value of the 
property which is guaranteed, It might some day 
react, but it would not be perhaps in our day. 
Wreck and ruin would be certain at first. 

This third section provides simply to lay down a 
rule for corporations who come into the state and 
do business, who have brought themselyes within 
the provisions of this bill. 

It seems to me, Mr. Chairman, thatif a contract 
has been made with regard to personal property in 
a place where it was lawful to make it, that that 
contract is a lawful contract in any place, but if an 
unlawful act was attempted anywhere it could be 
prevented by the courts, 

To illustrate, suppose that a purchaser of stock in 
a railroad company was madein North Carolina or 
in Kentucky orin Mississippi, and was a lawful 
contract. The contract would be lawtnl every- 
where, because it would be a contract for the pur- 
chase and sale of personal property. Lutif parties 
to. that contract were to come‘in the state of 
Georgia and undertake to run 4 Fallroad in 

he state of Georgia . ‘In an unlawful 
way, whythe remedy of the law would not hbeto 
attack thatcontract. The contrac: would be lawfu!, 
The proper proceeding, the proper remedy, and the 
effectual remedy, would be to deal with the mode 
in which they were operating the railroads.

NeThe Atlanta Manutacturers’ association 


was organized at a meeting between two and 
three years ago, With something over one hun- 
dred members, but from the beginning had 
yery meagre support One of the moving 
irits in the enterprise was Colone} E. Hul- 
bert, to whom for a short time we paid a salary 
of $75 a month, but when our funds ran so low 
that we were unable to pay him he continued 
work for the love of it, and from his desire to 
help build up Atianta, working [faithfully and 
effectively until his health broke down. He 
died after a lingering illness, and the associa- 
tion, by unanimous vote, gave his family the 
little sum left in the treasury, which was 
much less than his salary would have been if 
he had been paid in full for his work while in 
Met A fier the organization for sometime there 
seemed to be quite an_ interest, and the daes 
were fairly well paid by the members, but 
finally interest lapsed to such an extent that 
it was almost impossible to collect enough 
money to keepthe thing going and it was 
almost impossible to gyt @ meoting of the board 
of directors. Therefofe, at Colonel Hulbert’s 
death, the association gave up its office and all 
expenses connected with it, and lapsed into an 
inexpensive organization, for the reason 
that there was no one to give his time 
to the details of the work and no office -in 
which to hold meetings. 

“T consider that much good was accom plish- 
ed during the active life of the association, and 
I am prepared to give the names of some of 
the most effective recent manufacturing enter- 
prises in Atlanta, and those which are doing 
the most good for the town, whose existence is 
direatly traceable to the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation.

benefit of any experience I may have had, and 
I think there are other gentlemen who will 
gladly work on the board with such a leader. 

“A great deal depends upon the choice of a. 
pecretary. He must be a man with a 
knowledge of manufactures, and also with a 
knowledge of the resources of our section and 
what is best adapted to its needs, @ man not 
easily discourged, and one who can pevpetly 
express in a letter the attractions which our 
section and city offer to capital. 

“Outside of the pay of the secretary there 
need not be a great deal of expense, as a room 
at moderate rental, with some additional 
money for advertising, stationery, ete., with 
the little incidental expenses of the office, will 
be about all that will be needed. I think a 
fund of $2,000 a year will enable the associa- 
tion to be of great service. One hundred mem- 
bers with dues at $20 per annum wotld give 
the association this amount, and those who 
subscribe ought to go into it with the idea of 
maintaining it from year to year, and not 
letting it die for the lack of means. 

“The dues paid would come back directly or 
indirectly to almost every member of the asso- 
ciation, for itis very difticult to establish a 

manufacturing plant of much character in the 
city which does not benetit in some way every 
citizen. 

**T hope that every citizen who has the in- 
terest of the town at heart will attend the 
meeting tonight.”’
